Building Rules In Switzerland. 

A peculiar building regulation Is in 
force in most parts of Switzerland. It 
{s required that before the erection of 
a new building frames or screeds must 
be erected to mark out the shape of the 
building tn profile as well as tn plan. 
In practice this amounts to erecting at 
each angle of the building a pole or 
mast with a projecting triangular 
frame attached to it at the cornice level 
to indicate the height and projection of 
the cornice. The bullding law of the 
eanton Zurich requires that the frame- 
work sball be erected when the plans 
are submitted for approval by the pub- 
He authorities. The purpose by the 
rule apparently {s to bring out in ad- 
vance of construction the architectural | 
relations of the building to adjoining | 
structures and to the district In which

Circassian Walnut. 

The United States, says the depurt- | 
ment of agriculture, {s probably the 
largest consumer of Circassian walnut, 
one of the world’s best known and 
most expensive cabinet woods. ‘The 
high cost of Clreasslan walnut fs due 
to the scarcity of the beautifully fig- 
ured variety demauded for furniture 
and interior finish, for the tree itself 
{3 more widely distributed than al- 
most any other of commercial {mpor- 
tance. Whe demand for the best wood, | 
however, bas always outrun the sup- | 
bly. Even {n the elghteenth century, , 
when wars tn Europe were frequent, 
tou much Cireassian walnut was used 
for gunstocks that the supply wis serl- 
ously depleted. Early tn the nineteeth 
century the wood of 12,000 trees was 
used for this purpose alone. Single 
trees contaluing choice burls or fine , 
birdseye figures bave sold fur more than

The Indians were standing about the 
fire unclothed, except thut each one 
was wrapped in a blanket. I was told 
to take off my clothes, which I did. 
Then I wrapped my drapery about me 
and stood with them by the fire. One 
of the Indians began a chant, and we 
all started for the ewent house. I 
brought up the rear. 

The first Indian threw aside his bian- 
ket, stooped, entered and curled bhim- 
self up in a corner. One by one we 
crept in until we were packed In like 
sardines in a can, An attendant passed 
in a bucket of water, rolled in one of 
the heated stones and fastened several 
heavy blankets over the opening of the 
tent. It was dark—and hot. 

The IndJan nenrest the opening threw 
some water on the bot stone, and im: 
mediately the hut was filled with 
steam. I never endured such torture 
in my life. The Indians kept up the 
chant, and we lay there and suffocat- 
ed. When I at least bad reached the 
limit of endurance the leader threw 
back the blankets and made o dash fur 
the river, followed by bis companions, 
I saw that I was expected tu follow 
thelr Jead, and I did sv with fear and 
trembling. 

Into the water they plunged, ond in 
plunged 1. Cold? It wns certaluly not 
very much above the freezing point 
We splashed round in the water for 
severa! minutes, emerged and wrapped 
ourselves in blankets. ‘The Indians 
stood about the fire for several min- 
utes and then re-entered the swent 
house. As for me, I had had plenty, 
Clad In my blanket, with wy garments 
trailing over my arin, | scurried home 
ward.

Care of Parcel Post Plants. 

When plunts are sent from the florist 
by mail or express it !s not advisable 
to pot them as soon ns they are un- 
packed. Sometimes when they have 
been several days on the way the soil 
about their roots will have dried out 
£0 much that as soon us the moss or 
paper in which they are wrapped fs 
taken off it will crumble away, leaving 
the roots bare. To prevent this untle 
the wrappings of the plant carefully, 
but do not remove them. Spread the 
plants out upon the floor and shower 
them well. Then cover their roots with 
a thick cloth and pour on enough wa- 
ter to thoroughly saturate the earth 
about them. Leave the plants for four 
or five hours before potting them, If 
thls plan fs followed it 1s possible to 
get them into thelr new pots without 
serious disturbance of their roots. Aft- 
er potting put them In a shady place 
end water well. Shower them twice a 
day for a week and give them plenty 
of fresh alr, but do uot expose them to 
bot or drying winds,

If you 
will grant me the space I will submit 
several formulas absolutely correct 
and Involving fractions tp uo purt of 
the operation. 

Before stating them I will say tt 
the principal consists of dollars alone 
the first two right band figures must 
be pointed off for cents. If, boweevr, 
{t consists of dollars and cents, thea 
the first four on the right wust be 
cut off, 

P—Principal. 

D—-Number of days. 

1 per cent, PxD, divide by 300 

1% per cent, PxD, divide by 240. 

2 per cent, PxD, divide by 180. 

2% per cent, PxD, divide by 144 

3 per cent, PxD, divide by 120 

81-8 per cent, PxD, divided by 10s 

4 per cent, PxD, divide by %. 

444 per cent, PxD, divide by 8 

6 per cent, PxD, divide by 72 

6 per cent, PxD, divide by 60. 

6% per cent, 6xPxD, divide by 288 

7 per cent, 7XxPxD, divide by 300. 

7% per cent, PxD, divide by 48.

120 days, answer

it Is Invariably Caused by Bacterial 
infection of a Wound. 

* The bete nolre of domesty surgery 1s 
blood polsoning. Blood polsoning, or 
septicaemia, as suregons call ft, ts not 
caused by colored stockings, dyes, 
chemicals or anything of that kind. 
It 13 invariably caused by bacterial in- 
fection of a wound. ‘The wound may 
be a mere pin prick or it may be a 
large wound. It makes vo difference 
what implement produces the wound. 
The question ts, Was the tmplement 
covered with germs? No matter whut 
metal {t may be made of, If the imple- 
ment is clean—t. e., surgically sterile 
—naud if the skin about the wounded 
part {3 clean, there ts no likelihood of 
blood poisoning following. 

When blood polsoning does occur tt 
npnounces itself by characteristic 
signs. Iirst there is general cbilliness, 
with perhaps Hgbt beadache and gen- 
eral aches such as one feels with uny 
oncoming fever. The wounded part 
swells, burns, becomes throbbingly 
painful and stops discharging for a 
time. Then within a few tours red 
streaks may be seen extending up the 
extremity to the glinds in bend of el- 
bow, knee, groin or armpit. Such 
signs are always serious, though gen- 
erally disappearing upon the institu- 
tion of proper surgical treatment. 

lor general purposes where an antl. 
septic is desired one of the safest and 
most satisfactory to use {fs ordinary 
tincture of fodine—not the colorless 
fodine, which {set fodine at all, but 
the brown tincture, A few drops or 1 
teaspoonful of this in a pint or less of 
water makes a valuable gargle, mouth 
wash ora wash for irrigating a wound.
